S. F. Alia) spoke many pungent 
truths. He says: "When the ter- 
rible war was in progress, nearly all 
the white men in tho Southern army, 
and the wives, daughters and sisters of 
the absent at the mercy .of the poor 
colored slaves, their faithfulness was 
beyond praise. They literally took 
care of the wonien, labored faithfully 
for tlioir support, and were their guar- 
dians and friends. Who ever heard 
that any of those colored people be- 
trayed thoir trust and abused tho white 
womeni The war ended, and they 
wei'e given their freedom by tho con- 
quering Governniont, which also gave 
them the franeliiso for their p'vtection. 
.And what has cither availed them." 
He says "tlie colored peoi)lo prefer to 
live in the South. The climate suits 
them. They were born there, have 
lived there all their lives, and would 
like to spend tlie rest of their lives 
there. But tho husbancls, brothers and 
sons of the women for whom they la- 
bored and whom they faithfully pro- 
tected during the war, have not re- 
membered this, but have nullified their 
franchise, have abused them, hunted 
them down as if they were wild beasts, 
and made life intolerable there. And 
tiuis the occasion has been made for 
the exodus of tho colored people. The 
men who should be their protectors 
and friends have become their most 
cruel persecutors." Told by those who 
do not wish them to leave that they 
will freeze in Kansas, he answers that 
they may as well freeze to death in 
Kansas as be killed by shot-guns in 
Louisiana. 

He closes his speech with a prophecy 
which may prove more than half cor- 
rect, namely, that unless the cruel 
course of treatment licretofore exercis- 
ed toward tho race ceases, the close of 
another year will not see a colored 
man, woman or child in the State of 
Louisiana. What a pityl These 
poor people love the sunnj' South, the 
land of their birth, but they must fly 
from the evil passions raised by a cruel 
war. 

REVISED REPORTS AND PARA- 
GRAPHS 



Tho Attorney-General's speeches aj)- 
pear in the Standard corrected and im- 
proved by himself. He says so, and 
therefore it is so. He can, if he 
chooses, make a speech in the House 
and publish something else in the 
Standard. The liberty of the press is 
slavery when tiio Attorney-General 
can use it if he pleases to circulate gar- 
bled reports. The editor of the Stand- 
ard acknowledges that "gentlemen are 
permitted to revise their own speeches" 
in tho office, but he says "a gentleman 
iM nut ijeMiituea to rovLse another gen- 
tleman's speech." It is ».n«..v^niig lo 
know that all persons who wish to 
read revised reports of the Attorney- 
General's speeches can find them in the 
Standard. What he said and what he 
did not say ai-e mingled in a mass ; and 
what he did not say is always the 
best part of the speech. Himself and 
his organ-grinder arc evidently prepar- 
ing to appear in a penny show. The 
music the organ makes is very coarse, 
but it will posa Here is a sample by 
the chief organist. It appeared in the 
Standard yesterday headed "cheek and 
effrontery. " He says: "We did not 
report Dr. Asii fully but the substance 
and much of the language given by its 
was quite correct." Of cour.se it was 
and all that wasn't correct was very in- 
correct, eh? We hope the editor will 
not say that his paragraphs have been 
revised by the Attorney-General; but 
we fear that tlie revised speeches are 
full of evidence to show that corrected 
reports are very incorrect.

Yesterday momirig the dead body of a 
man was found by Superintendent Todd 
and a constablo close by tho boat landing, 
near Johnson's hotel, at tho Gorge. Tho 
undernamed citizens were sworn on tho 
Coroner's jury: George Francis Tilbury, 
Daniel Sutherland, Thomas Swanwick, 
John K. Grey, Daniel D. Howse and 
Robort Irving. 

Olias. Friedman, sworn and examined 
— The deceased, Mr. Charles Hunt, was 
with Mr. Wallace and myself at tho thoa- 
tre last night. Jlr. Hunt asked me to go 
with him to his hotel; I went with hiiu; 
in the hotel ho handed mo a sealed en- 
velope requesting mo to open it or burn 
it provided ho did not return to tho hotel 
by 8 o'clock the following (this) morning; 
I was to retuni the envelope intact pro- 
vided ho was in his room; 5Ir. Wallace 
and myself accompanied him to the Post- 
oflico; ho there deposited sovor.il letters 
and wo then bade him good night; this 
was about 25 minutes to 12 o'clock. This 
morning I wont to tho Driard House a 
little before 8 o'clock and knocked at his 
door; ho was not in and I opened tho 
letter; this is tho letter: "11 A p.m. — T 
intend to kill myself. (.Signed) Charles 
Hunt.'' Tho letter is addressed to me. 
In reply to a juror, tho witness said do- 
ceased gave ino no intimation verbally of 
his intention to commit suicide; I bolievo 
he was a tourist; he deposited a gold 
watch and chain with tho proprietor of 
the Driard House last night; ho appeared 
to nio as rational a.H any other man; was 
introduced to him in tho city a short time 
since; ho said to niu that ho had an uncle 
residing at Potaluiua and that his friends 
reside at Kansas. I do not think ho was 
financially euibarassed; ho paid his bill at 
tho Driard House before ho deposited hi.i 
watch there; ho was a nice, jolly, iigreo- 
able fellow. I know nothing of his fam- 
ily; I think he was iiisano bocauso lie 
committed suicide; ho told mo Last night 
if ho did not return wo should find dt;- 
vclopcments at the liead of tho Gorge. 

By a juror — Did not that strike you as 
e.Ktraorainary? 

Witness — Yes; but I have no right to 
pi-j- into another's private !ifi"air8; ho told 
mo ho iutoiulod to w-alk out lu the Gorge; 
I should say he was 20 years of ago; 1 
asked him why ho was going to the Gorge 
and ho refused to answer; witness saw 
tho pistol now prodi;ced and believes it 
was tho property of decoasotl; saw- ono 
like it in his possession. 

The foreman of the jury askL'd if tho 
proprietor of tho Driard House was pres- 
ent/ 

Mr. Todd answered, No. 
Juror — I wish to ask him a question. 
The proprietor was summoned. 
Robert Wallace, examined — Had known 

tho deceased four years; he has boon in 
business with his uncle at Potaluina, Cal. 
and he (deceased) w-as all that timu a 
clerk in the house of hia uncle who is a 
dry goods merchant; 1 met deceased at 
Potaluma and told hiiu I was coming hero 
and asked him to &>mo and wo landed 
here three weeks ago. Deceased's uncle 
knew of hia intention to come hero. The 
young man said to mo that he would go 
anywhere to got out of Potaluma. Hia 
uncle was partner in a house at Oakland 
and deceased used to bo there occasional- 
ly; he -was in easy circumstances; when he 
was leaving his uncle said to him, "Char- 
ley, if you get broke send me word and 
I'll send yuu money." His uncle is rich 
and his name is McClyinouds. Deceased 
and I went to tho theatre together last 
night. Deceased seemed to be light- 
hearted and happy; I saw him hand a let- 
ter to Mr. Frieilman last night. 

By a juror — It soenis str.angc that ho 
should select a stranger to give that let- 
ter to instead of you. 

Witness — No; he seemed always to like 
strangers best; he asked mo to sond tho 
watch to his uncle; I asked him if ho had 
been getting into any trouble, and ho said 
"You send the watch to my uncle and 
he'll know all about it." 

By a juror — After hearing all that 
from him did you not expect to liear .some 
trouble this morningi 

Witness — No; he was always so light- 
hearted I could not imagine ho was seri- 
ous; ho was a temperate young man; very 
much so, indeed; ho left me and Mr. 
Friedman laat night at the Post Oflicu on 
his way to the Gorge; when ho left San 
Francisco he had a draft for 6150; I do 
not know that ho had any more money; 
he told me his oxpensou were about ?u a 
day. 

Louis Redon, one of the proprietors of 
tho Driard Hotel, esam.inod--WaB in bed 
last night at 11 o'clock w-heii Mr. Hunt 
came into my room and told mo he want- 
ed mo to take care of his watch and chain, 
which I took and put away; that is all; he 
left the room; he paid his bill yesterday; 
he was not at oil excited when ho gave me 
the watch and ho was as nice a fellow as 
ever I saw in my house. 

Constable Quain examined — Visited tho 
bedroom lately occupied by Charles Hunt 
in the Driard House; Mr. Redon unlock- 
ed the door and 1 took an inventory of 
the things — cartridges, a trunk, a valise 
and wearing apparel; the trunk was lock- 
ed. 

The proprietor of the hotel and a con- 
stable were ucnt to examine tho contents 
of tho trunk. 

Tho foreman of the jury, addressing the 
coroner, said wo havo no doubt on our 
minds that deceased committed suicide 
while laboring under a fit of temporary 
in.sauity, Verdict accordingly. 

Acting on the information conveyed to 
them by Mr. Friedman tho police went 
at once to the Gorge where, sitting on the 
ground with hia back against a largo 
stump at tho side of tho trail leading from 
the Gorge Hotel to tho boat-landing, tho 
deceased was found dead. A pistol was 
lying by his side, and the ball had plough- 
ed a ghastly hole through his head from 
one temple to the other and passed out. 
The hands were encased in new kidgloves, 
and near by were tho remains of a fire 
amongst which lay pieces of half-burnt 
paper as if deceased before killing himself 
wished to destroy certain documents. Ho 
was aged about twenty years, was short 
and slight and very agreeable in manners. 
His friends in California have been tele- 
graphed to with respect to tho disposition 
of tho body.

St. Ann's Convent, Nanaimo. 

Tho contract for the orection of St. 
-•Vnn's Convent at Nanaimo has been 
awarded to Mr. J. W. .Stirtan of that 
town. The structure, which w-ill he erect- 
ed on a stone foundation, will cun.sist of 
two stories :uid an attic with a Mansard 
ronf, surmounted hy a cupola tower in 
tho centre directly over tho main en- 
trance to the buihling. On the ground 
fioor there will he a parlor of good dimen- 
sions, from ^vhicil the lilirary will ho ap- 
proiiehcd. There will also be a siiacious 
chapel with thu sacris'.j' adjoining. The 
music room will be separateil from tho 
chapel by folding doors. On tho same 
floor there will bo a .school-room and 
a dining-room, laundry and kitchen. Tho 
dimensions uf the latter will be 27 ft. x 
18 ft. .•\sceuding the grand .stair-case a 
spacious hmding will boroachod, on either 
side of which tliere will bo a school-room 
24 ft, X :-i8 ft. in connection with two 
class-rooms 14 ft. s 10 ft. On the attic 
floor there will bo two lofty and airy 
dormitories 24 ft. x 38 ft. and adjacent 
thereto two bedrooms IG ft. x 11 ft. 
Lavatories, fitted for hot and cold w-;ttcr, 
will Lo situated on this as well a.s t!io 
other floors and an elevator running from 
the ground floor to the top of the build- 
ing will prove a most convenient labor- 
saving appliance. A perfect system of 
drainage and ventilation will bo applied 
to tho building. There w-ill also 
be another somow-hat original labor- 
savii-ig appliance, which w-.as suggested by 
one of the Sisters of St. Ann. It consists 
of a Hue running down the building for 
the conveyanco of sweopings from the 
various (loor.s tcj the basement and thence 
to the dustman's cart, thus obviating 
tho nocesaity of hand-Bwoejung from flight 
to flight. A portion of tlie b.-iaement 
under tho kitchen will bo used as a store- 
room. Tho structure, which will bo C3 
ft. in height from its b.ase to tho top of 
tho central tower, will bo a great orna- 
ment to tho town and w-hen completed 
will rein-csent an outhty of about §10,- 
000. It in stipulated that tho building 
shall bo linishod within four months from 
date of signing contract. Tho plans and 
sj)ecifications were prepared by John 
Teaguo, Esq., architect of this city.

Tho deep whiatlo of this fine stcrii- 
whool steamer announced her first appear- 
ance in British Columbian waters yester- 
day afternoon, when alio entoretl the 
harbor in grancl stylo, flying the American 
flag.

in diameter and two tubular boilers sot in 
brick. Hor cylinders are 10 in. with a 
G ft. stroke, and hor high pressure engines 
aro fine specimens of mechanism. Sho 
has accommodatioti for CO cabin passoii- 
ger.s; her draught w-hon light is 18 in. , 
and when carrying a full coiuplomont of 
freight about 30 in. She makes 19 revo- 
lutions of jier whool with 851bs. of ste.am; 
but when carrying the fidl pressure al- 
lowed, which is 1201bs. , she will bo able 
to make about 25 revolutions. Hor speed 
is variously' stated at from IG to 18 knots 
per hour. Hor actual measuremoiit is 
288i tons, including a capacity of 123k 
tons under tonn.ago deck and 1(55 tons of 
uppca- deck. She is commanded by Capt. 
N. II. Lane, formerly of tlio atoru-whoel 
steamer Boavor, Mr. W. J. Burwull is 
her purser, Mr. Gillman her engineer, and 
.Mr. H. Pratt first assistant engineer. The 
number of her crow is nine. As her name 
would almost indicate sho h.as been built 
for the Stiekeen river trade and, although 
her day i.f sailing is not yet positively an- 
nounced, will leave for Fort Wrangol 
abijut the end of next week. Her ownei-s 
■are tloserving of every success in their 
lie'-'- eiiteriiri.so.

Steamships and 
railroad.*, lnoad acres at reasonable 
prices, hardy agi iculturist.s and licnefi- 
cent nature havo in foreign countries ' 
crrat(>il this limit of j)rofitable wheat | 
culture in England. Limited English , 
soil, ex[)ciisivo and vonturoaonie artifi- i 
eial niiuiures, co.stly cultivation and j 
large taxation have also done some- 
thing ngain.st tiio profits of the British 
farmer wlien the competition of the 
more favored foreigner come.s in. And 
when the increasing domain of agri- 
cult tire is made to smile by the tickling 
of the hoe in California, Illinois, Ohio 
and the rich lands of Uie South still 
i-lmaper bread will bo the boon of tho 
public, the dense mass of manufactur- 
ing people in England. 

Aiul ns tiic foreign grain crops must 
affect the plow laiuls of thin Kingdom 
in value and rentals, so also must the 
continuously increasing supply of meat, 
root crops and fruit aflfect the pasture, 
the garden and the orchard profits of 
England. The foreigner has not far 
lo look when he can hold tho same po- 
sition in English meat, fruit and vege- 
table markets as he now does in the 
corn oxchango of this country. The 
experimenta of foreign shippers of tho 
entire food system of the Kingdom of 
(!reat Britain is soon to assume a fixed 
jirinciple and a solid basis, and tho 
English people will bo better fed and 
Ix'tler oil' than ovnr. The British land 
owner, farmer and grazier alone will 
w-eop over this, but in timo their in- ; 
tcrests, too, will assume a relative 
shape of profit, and in the end no loss. 
The English acres will decrease in their 
])resent excessive price, and as Ameri- 
can anfl Australian lands are every 
day by railroads and steamships 
brought closer to British cities, towns 
and farms, so a more equable condition 
of landlord and tenant, capitalist and 
laborer will bo ofTeetctl. The luxury 
of large landed jiropfrtiea will then bo 
iiarrow-ed, and the rich will bo no 
poorer, while the poor may be some- 
what richer. — Jjondon Corr. Baltimore 
Svn. 

China. 

Th(! newly opened Chinese ports, 
Paklioi ami others, fail to moot the cx- 
])ectations of coinmei,-'cial .speculators. 
Foreign trade is impeded or destroyed 
by the ofTorts of native merchants. 

Insurrections continue as before. 
There is no material change in tho jio- 
sition of the rebel forces, wliicli are 
still generally successful. 

There is considerable excitement 
over the discovery of an alleged prac- 
tice, by Dutch colonists, in the Straits 
settlements, of kidnapping coolies from 
Singapore and holding them in bond- 
age at Pcnang and the neighborhood. 

The passage of the Anti-Chinese 
Bill in the American Congress and sub- 
sequent veto attract great attention. 
The vernacular newspapers at Hong- 
kong and Shanghai, esoecially the 
former, are extremely bitter against 
the proposed measure. 

Japan. 

Trade depression continues -^vnth no 
prospect of an early change. Tho mar- 
ket is still over stocked with foreign 
goodi. Native merchants decline all 
transactions while local exchange rates 
remain so disadvantageous to them. 
Mexican dollars ara still held at a 
premium of 25 per cent, over Govern- 
ment notes. 

The Bonin Islands, 500 miles south 
of Japan, arc to be used as a penal 
settlement. 

Tho manufacture of woolen cloth 
from Australian ra-w material has 
been commenced near Tokio.

OirAWA, April 10. — A deputation 
of Maritime Province members have 
waittMi upon Sir John in relation to the 
continuance of the sub.sidy for a fort- 
nightly mail service between Ilalifa.x 
and threat Britain. The amount of the 
nppro])riation last year for this service 
was .-E^l 9,nOO.

Ottawa, April 10.— -Tho Comr.iittee 
of Immigration and Colonization met 
this morning anil ccamined Sir. Buns- 
ter relative to the resources of British 
Columbia. Ho described the lumber- 
ing, fishing, mining and agricultural 
resources of the Province as being very 
great. In connection with fish, he 
mentioned one case where tiie salmon 
had got into the side- wheels of a steamer 
and impeded her progress, so plentiful 
were they, -ft-hile they had another fish 
which, if lighted, would burn like a 
candle. The exports of lumber Inst 
year were about -SI 00,000, There 
were some ten saw mills in operation, 
throe or four of which cut for exporta- 
tion.
